I  Ho  sent  for  Mr. Savage  and  requested  him  to  fret  a  good  pilot  ana 
Lulvooift©  through  tne  woods, with  all  possible  expedition  to  me  with 
jpLtne  news.  He  syia  altao'   ne  was  fearful  for  Vermont, he  was  still 
-  more  so  for  tnis  Pest  ana  Point  Aux  Fer, for  ne  was  suspicious

that  Washington  meditated  some  blow  against  our  frontiers( while 
ne  conceived  us  in  a  state  of  security)   to  raise  tne  spirits  of 
the  people, as  he  once  did  at  Trentown , by  surprising  the  Germans. 
Mr. Savage  says  that  A...   seemed  undetermined  what  to  do  in  case 
tney  came  to  Vermont, but  desir'a  nim  to  inform  me  that  he  believed 
he  should  suffer  them  to  take  possession  of  Castleton  quietly  and 
endeavour  to  avoid  hostility  as  long  as  possible.  The  Governor 
and  Council  Is  at  tne  assembly  on  Connecticut  River.  Mr. Ravage 
will  po  directly  back  and  return  here  again  as  soon  as  possible 
I  shall  send  Mr. Wright  and  Crowfoot  off  tomorrow  morning  to  A...

Hledesel  on  the  22d  wrote  Quebec  of  just  receiving;  a  dispatch 
from  Sherwood  confirming  the  first  Intelligence  of  the  enemy's 
intentions, but  he  could  not  believe  tnat  so  roundabout  maneuver 
as  thro  Fort  Edward  would  mean  tnat  Oswego  was  the  objective,  rie 
opined  that  "tneir  suoduing  Vermont  or  attacking  cur  advanced 
posts  must  be  tne  object.  Perhaps  the  heavy  rain  and  vllent  tnaw 
that  prevailed  a  few  days  ago  may  have  retarded  their  marcn.or 
hearing  the  preparations  made  in  the  vicinity  of  Point  au  Fer 
hae  induced  them  to  lay  aside  their  scheme."  The  German  general

The  22d  Sherwood  was  really  alarmed  for  a  few  moments  at 
least  as  ho  saw  a  sleigh  with  two  horses  approaching  rapidly 
tvm  the  south .  It  proved  to  be  James  Spooner  and  John  Bingnam, 
n,»t  off  "by  order  of  our  friends  from  Vermont".  They  inform-us 
t.  follows;  The  day  Mr. Savage  left  Castletown, the  enemy  march' a 
itm  Fort  Edward  northward  through  White  Creek  with  about  S00 
mn,lOQ  eloigns  and  six  field  pieces.  From  the  Course  tney  took, 
It  was  euppos'd  tney  meant  to  take  Skeanaborough.     "Our  friends 
fearing  Mr  Savage  would  not  get  nere( Loyal  Block  House)  to  Intel- 
us  of  their  approach.dispatoh'd  these  two  men  with  instructions 
to  drive  day  and  night, if  possiole.till  they  arriv'd  here  tney 
0  J,  lo  the  four  Brothers  and  tnere  found  the  loo  impassrble  fro. 
one  side  of  the  Lake  to  tne  other.     After  endeavouring  for  one  cay 
to  no  purpose,  they  Encamp' determined  to  watch  the  Lake,and  if 
they  discovered  the  Enemy  coming  on, to  leave  their  Sleign  ana 


Come  through  the  woods.     After  lying  by  four  days, the  Ice  strengthen1 d 
so  much  they  ventur'd  to  drive  between  the  two  West  Brotners,but 
for  three  miles  in  length  the  Ice  pent  under  them  so  that  in  many 
places  the  water  was  six  or  eight  incnes  deep  on  the  top  of  it. 
They  are  so  positive  that  no  sleighs  could  pass  there  now, that 
thoy  say  they  would  not  for  the  wnole  world  venture  oack  where 
they  came, which  they  know  to  oe  tne  only  place  on  which  they 
could  have  passed.   If  it  snculd  be  possiole  for  one  or  two  empty 
Slulghs  to  pass, at  tne  risque  tney  nave, it  is  impossible  for  any 
number  to  do  it  &  especially  if  tney  are  loaded.     From  these 
oi roumstances , it  appears  to  me  that  the  Enemy  cannot  pass  the 
lake  with  artillery , and  it  is  not  probable  they  will  come  without 
it.  On  this  presumption  I  nave  sent  back  four  of  the  Canadian 
trains.  The  other  two  are  station' d  at  Colchester  Point, to 
facilitate  intelligence  if  the  enemy  should  bo  discovered.  As 
the  two  men  dare  not  venture  back  on  the  Ice, I  shall  give  thea 
the  King's  rations  and  my  own  hay  and  shall  omploy  them  in  havvling 
wood  for  the  Garrison.,  as  thoy  camo  for  tho  purpose  of  giving 
intelligence, thoy  have  neither  provision, provender  nor  baggage..." 

With  this  episode, military  activities  on  Lake  Champlain 
virtually  came  to  an  end.
